A Big Reduction . 
The Alberta wheat crop in 1927 
«had a cash value sufficient to allow 
$250 for everyman, woman, and 
child in the province, The value of 
the 1931 wheat crop was only $70 


per head of population. 


Garnet Wheat 
About 45,000,000 bushels of Garnet 
wheat were produced last year in 
the northern districts of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. Garnet ripens 
earlier than Marquis and on this 
account is widely sown. Its milling 
quality is the one doubtful feature 

which is causing concern, 


Canada’s Position in Wheat 
Trade 
Canada shipped 35 per cent of the 
total wheat exports of the world in 
the years 1927-28 to 1929-30, accord- 
ing to a report issued by the United 
States _ Department of Commerce. 
Argentina was the next export coun- 
try, shipping 22 per cent, the United 
States third with 20, Australia 
shipped 10, Russia 6, and all other 
countries 7 per cent. 


Domestic Wheat Uses 

Ordinarily, domestic utilization of 
wheat in the United States amounts 
to about 500,000,000 bushels for food 
76,000,000 bushels for seed at pres- 
ent acreage levels, and 40,000,000 to 
50,000,000 bushels fed and wasted. 
The amount of wheat used for feed, 
however, is much greater than usual 
when wheat prices are low, es- 
pecially if they are low relatives to 
prices of feed grains as in the past 
two years. 


Recommend Minimum Price 
For Argentine Wheat 

The committee investigating trad- 
ing conditions in the Argentine fu- 
tures exchanges recommends a min- 
imum price for grains higher than 
the existing levels but does not in- 
dicate how the stabilization is to 
be accomplished. 


A start has been made on the task 
of seeding Alberta’s 1932 grain crop. 
As usual the farmers in the south- 
ern part of the province are first on 
the land. From now on, provided 
weather conditions are suitable, 
steadily increasing activity will be 
matioannle throughout the country- 
side. 

Last year Alberta farmers seeded 
eight million acres to wheat, two 
and a half million acres to oats, 


~“"T34,000- acres’ to ‘burley, “162,000 acres 


to rye, and 129,000 acres to flax. 
(Present indications are that there 
will be a small decrease in the 


acreage sown to wheat and possibly 
an increase in the acreage sown to 
oats. In the northern part of the 
province the land is very wet this 
spring and wheat seeding may be 
delayed to such an extent that oats 
will be substituted. Oats was com- 
paratively profitable this crop year. 

Moisture conditions are good in 
the north and in the central part 
of Alberta. In the south reports in- 
dicate that along the foothills mois- 
ture conditions are fairly good and 
in the eastern and south-eastern 
portions there is enough moisture to 
start the grain. The area that has 
been affected by drouth for the past 
three years will likely show some 
curtailment of acreage under wheat 
due to lack of finances, but exten- 
sive efforts have been made to pro- 
vide the farmers with seed and 
feed sufficient for their require- 
ments. 

The provincial department of ag- 
riculture estimates the summer fal- 
low kand in the province at three 
and a half million acres. The fall 
plowed area is somewhat smaller 
than previous years. 


Damage in U. 8. Winter 
Wheat Belt 

Stories of alarming damage in 
United States winter wheat belt 
have been published of late. As a 
result of unfavorable weather con- 
ditions the winter wheat crop is es- 
timated at least 300 million bushels 
less than last year’s when 787 mil- 
lion bushels were produced. The 
panhandle of Texas, western Okla- 
homa, and Nebraska, eastern Color- 
ado, and central and western Kan- 
sas report very poor crop prospects. 
With lack of rain the damage 1s 
spreading. 


Rust Resisting Wheat - 
WINNIPEG, April 21—Varieties of 
rust resistant wheat which have 
been tested so far for milling and 
baking qualities appear to be quite 
satisfactory in that respect, accord- 
ing to L. H. Newman, Dominion cer- 
ealist, who told members of the 
associate committee on field crop 
diseases of the National Research 
Council at the second session of 
their annual meeting on Wednsed 
Thirteen varieties of this wheat 
used in the’ é@xperiment described 
to the meeting by Dr. C. H. Gould- 
en of the Winnipeg rust laboratory, 
show good results in the length of 
straw, in its weight, in its yield 
per acre, and in the number of days 
it takes to mature.

About two hundred of the trees 
to be planted next Wednesday will 
be replacements, most of them along 
the main ditch north of town where 
the willows planted last year have 
died. There are also a number of 
replacements to make on the streets, 

Trees will also be planted on the 
north side of the street past the 
Roman Catholic Church if it is 
feasible to run irrigation water on 
this street.

THE WORLD'S 
GRAIN SHOW 

An event of the greatest interest 
to agriculturists the world over is 


the world’s grain exhibition and con- 


ference to be held in Regina, Sas- 
katchewan, in 1933. 

Originally planned for 1932, the 
important event was postponed 


when drouth visited the wheat fields 
of Regina district last year—drouth 
of unprecedented proportions—and 
crops shrivelled and = died, wells 
and springs dried up, and lashing 
winds caused great havoc with soil 
drifting. 

Sponsors of the grain exhibition 
wisely decided to postpone it to 1933. 
Now conditions are vastly improved. 
All over western Canada crop pros- 
pects range from fair to excellent, 
and farmers will probably be able 
to make a much _ better showing in 
the various exhibits than they could 
have with last year's crops. 

Farmers who intend to compete 
in any of the 56 classes should take 


special care in raising their  ex- 
hibits this summer, as this is the 
last opportunity they will have of | 


growing grains and_ roots before 


the big show is held. 


MORE TREES 

Tree planting day has become an 
annual event in Bassano. It is 
more than just an annual event— 
it has developed into a sort of 
sacred ceremonial that is dutifully 
performed by citizens who take a 
pride in beautifying their town. 

The ceremonial this spring will 
be observed next Wednesday, April 
27. 

The tree planting program is a 
small one this year. Only three or 
four hundred trees are to be planted 
and many of these are replace- 
ments. 

Bassano is now fairly well treed 
as far as numbers are concerned, 
although. many-of-the trees are still 
quite small. Care of the trees 
now growing is of first importance. 
(Rather than concentrating all their 
efforts on the planting of more trees 
the committee in charge of tree 
work should first see that the trees 
planted last year and the previous 
years are properly pruned, watered, 
and cared for. 


ABOLISHING 
PARTY SYSTEM 

When the U. F. A. government 
was first elected to power in Alberta 
its most ardent supporters were 
loud in their condemnation of the 
party system with all its attending 
evils. They were equally loud in 
their praises of the new government 
—group government, they called it. 


Here was a government free of 
Party ties, a really people’s govern- 
ment. 

However praisworthy their de- 
sire to eliminate the party from 
the provincial government, and 


however sincere they may have been 
in their belief that that end had 
been accomplished, even the most 
ardent supporters of the Brownlee 
government must now feel a tinge 
of disappointment. 

Partyism still dominates the 
Alberta Legislature, and the  fair- 
minded government supporter will 
freely admit it. 

Still, once in a while somebody 
advances the old non-partisan argu- 
ment and applies it to the Brownlee 
government. One such _ instance 
occurred a few days ago when one 
of the Calgary dailies published a 
letter on the subject. 

It was the old argument over 
again. The writer of the letter 
contended that the U. F. A. govern- 
ment Was not a party government, 
and that party and politics had been 
eliminated. 

Such childish simplicity! 

There was once a time when we 
all believed in Santa Claus, but in 
later years we learned he was only 
the child’s personification of 
spirit. 

The Brownlee government is 
party government, and there's 
use making any bones about it. 

Some day Alberta may have a 
real non-partisan government, but 
it won’t represent the people of 
any one particular class, creed, or 
vocation.

KILLS) TENS

EARTHQUAKE 
OF THOUSANDS 
HANKOW, April 18—Belated  re- 
ports reaching here today through 
Chinese sources from northeast Hu- 
pah province, said an earthquake 
took a toll of several tens of thous- 
ands of persons there on April 6, in 
several towns and villages of the 
province. 

The reports said the quake slight- 
ly jarred the Yangtze Valley, and 
they painted a picture of appalling 
conditions. Their lateness was 
taken to illustrate the lack of com- 
munications in the interior. 

“Human corpses and dead ani- 
mals are strewn over the ground 
throughout the stricken area,’ the 
dispatches said. The important 
walled town of Machong was_ re- 
ported to have suffered most severe- 
ly from the quake, the walls of 70 
per cent of the houses having 
crumbled on their inhabitants. 


POLICE ARE INVESTIGATING 
MATCH KING’S AFFAIRS 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, April 18— 
New developments in the investiga- 
tions of Ivar Kreuger, Swedish 
match king who committed suicide 
in Paris last month, led Monday to 
preparations for a wide-spread  in- 
ternational inquiry. 

The plans call for a special 
“Kreuger department of  police,’’ 
made up of four lawyers and six 
detectives. It was understood more 
arrests were imminent and that the 
police activities would extend to 
New York, Berlin, Paris, Amster- 
dam, and Geneva. 

The investigators were said to 
have established that the forged 
Italian bonds reported to have been 
turned up last week among the 
documents of the Kreuger and Toll 
Company amounted to about 
$100,000,000 and were printed at 
Kreuger’s direction by a_ private 
firm here about a year ago. 

The aura of romance that 
to the Swedish financial 
has been completely dispelled by 
the revelations since his suicide. 
One local newspaper called him ‘‘a 
cool defrauder and gambler.”

RAILWAYS 
THE 


PLAN WAR ON 
TRUCKS AND BUSES 


OTTAWA, April 19—The Cana- 
dian National and Canadian Pacific 
Railways are co-operating in devis- 
ing some means to combat the in- 
roads made into their freight and 
express business by the motor 
trucks. The Commons Committee on 
Railways spent the most of today’s 
sitting considering this problem. Sir 
Henry Thornton, president of the 
C.N.R., told the members of the 
committee what progress had been 
mmade in solving this problem since 
he had discussed it with them a 
year ago. 

Briefly, the proposal was that the 


two railways should select certain 
areas and provide trucks which 
would pick up freight and express 
from the shippers at their plants, 
bring it to the railways. Trucks 
would also deliver this freight at 
the end of the journey. He in- 
stanced freight to be transported 


upwards of 100 miles. The trains 
would carry it over the long haul 
and the trucks would handle it at 
each end. 

Sir Henry’s plan was that the 
railways would lease trucks and 
try out the plan in certain areas to 


ascertain whether it would work be- 
fore making any capital investment. 
FAVOR ARMAMENT CUT 
BY WAY OF STAGES 
GENEVA, April 18—A_ proposal 
recommending that reduction of 


armaments be achieved in successive 
stages received wide approval from 
the delegates at the world confer- 
ence here Monday, and was referred 
to the conference drafting commit- 
tee. The proposal which was pre- 
sented by the delegates of Spain, 
Belgium, Switserland, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Denmark, Norway, Esthonia, 
and Uruguay, provided that succes- 
sive stages of disarming be achieved 
through revisions of the arms re- 
ductions convention at short in- 
tervals.
